Another waste 
wluch it seems hard to avoid is the 
great growth of -needs in cornfields 
after they are laid by and in grain 
fields after the crop ia removed. There 
are plenty of good farms on which the 
weeds produced are more exhaustive 
to the soil than are the crops. These 
are the farms where a man is trying 
to work too much land, and -the real 
value of a flock of sheep in connection 
with such farms is not appreciated as 
it should be.

has a half section farm, worth $30,000, 
or when W cuUuuanUs a $3,000 salary, 
or wheu he owns a big store and does 
a bnsiness of fSO.OOO n year, or when 
as a capitalist he cannot spend hia. in- 
come?

Any man is 


rich who hi contented and who is in the 
enjoyment of good health, who has the 
respect of his friends and neighbors, 
Who con earn enough to pay his way, 
keep square with the •world and care 
for his family. His calling may be a 
lowly one, his Income small, his influ- 
ence limited, his name unknown out 
side the community in which he lives, 
but still he is rich, the possessor of a 
sort of wealth which time can never 
tarnish or the misfortunes of life rob 
him of. There are some very poor 
men who are rated among the million- 
aires, for they have uoue of these 
things.

A friend who set out a windbreak of 


Scotch pines twelve years ago writes 
us that it was one of the best invest- 
ments be ever made; that the trees 
are now a perfect windbreak twenty 
feet high He planted selected nursery j 
trees from three to four feet high, set t 
two rows, breaking joints, trees six- 
teen feet apart each way. 


In these days of sharp business com- 


petition and Improved commercial 
methods eggs are still sold by count 
and not by weight, an unjust and un- 
fair method, the like of which is not: 
found in the buying and selling of any 
Other commodity tJiat we kuow of. The 
French people long ago discarded the 
count method, and we wonder why it 
is not done in this country. 


Our observations lead us to believe 


that not less than 60 per cent of the 
young birds which are batched of al- 
most any species, save the sparrow, 
are destroyed from one cause or an- 
other before they are able to leave 
the nest and care for themselves. The 
domestic cat is one of their worst ene- 
mies, the crow and blue Jay raid the 
nesta of the tree building birds, while 
the skunk .aids the nests of those 
which build on tbe ground. We hare 
known a cat to wipe out a family of 
eight young wrens in one afternoon, 
taking them one by one as they left 
the nest. Birds, like men, find it tard 
to adapt themselves to civilized condi- 
tions. When we consider the trage- 
dies which beset all bird life the woa- 
fler is we have any birds left 
' 


A good many of our readers will be 


wanting to fix up a bit of new lawn 
this spring, and a suggestion on this 
line may prove helpful. The soil should 
first be well spaded or plowed, be re- 
duced to tbe nnest tilth possible and 
should be well ftfrtlllKed. If the soil 
Is very sandy, a few loads of muck or 
clay should be iucorporated with the 
snnd For seeding we know of nothing: 
better than blue grass and white clo- 
ver. 
The clover will melie a pretty 


good lawn right nway during tlie first 
season, while the blue grass will not 
soow np much till the next season, 
when It will graduallv crowd the clover 
mostly out After the seed Is sown the 
lawn should he well rolled to get it aa 
level and compact as possible, and a 
supply of water for It Is indispensable 
to bare it do well the first year.
